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Tracy Morgan 
apologizes for 
anti-gay jokes

Comedian and “30 Rock” star Tracy Morgan on 
Friday apologized for making a series of anti- 
gay remarks, including a reported joke that he 
would stab his own son to death if he spoke in 
a “gay voice.” 

Morgan’s apology followed criticism of his 
stand-up act in Nashville last week, in which he 
was also quoted as having taken gays to task for 
“whining about something as insignificant as 
bullying.” 

“I want to apologize to my fans and the gay 
& lesbian community for my choice of words at 
my recent stand-up act in Nashville,” Morgan 
said in a statement. 

“I’m not a hateful person and don’t condone 
any kind of violence against others. While I am 
an equal opportunity jokes ter, and my friends 
know what is in my heart, even in a comedy 
club this clearly went too far and was not funny 
in any context,” he added. 

Morgan’s remarks at the June 3 performance 
in Nashville, Tenn., were reported by the gay 


campaign group Truth Wins Out, and other 
members of the audience. 

Morgan, 42, who has three children, also 
claimed that being gay is a choice and some- 
thing that kids learn from the media, according 
to the reports. 

“Jokes that make light of violence directed at 
gay and lesbian youth aren’t only offensive, they 
put our kids in harm’s way” said Jarrett Bar- 
rios, president of the gay and lesbian campaign 
group GLAAD. 

“Tracy Morgan must not only apologize, but 
assure us that this won’t happen again and send 
a clear message to Americans that anti-gay vio- 
lence is no joke,” Barrios said Friday 

Nashville’s Ryman Auditorium issued a state- 
ment Thursday saying it “regrets that people 
were offended by statements made by Tracy 
Morgan during his June 3 appearance.” 

“The Ryman does not control the content 
presented by people appearing on its stage, nor 
does it endorse any of the views of, or statements 
made by such persons,” the statement added.

More power 
to the buyers 

Can social media be too social 5 1 don’t think so. And a new service is 
proving my point. 

Recently I took a close look at Zaarly which, according to its 
website, “helps you buy and sell with people around you.” Know- 
ing there are alternatives, such as tweeting requests and posting in 
Facebook’s Marketplace or Craigslist, I set out to discover what sets 
Zaarly apart. It took only a few minutes for me to realize what makes 
it buzzworthy: You don’t list anything to sell. 

The entire process is hyperlocal and buyer-driven. On one recent 
request, someone wanted three hours ofyardwork and was willing 
to pay $55 for it. Want to help and make $55? Click on the “I’ve Got 
That” button to connect with the poster. 

“Tou put it on the table and the local market dictates if it’s a rea- 
sonable request. The power is placed back in the buyer’s hands,” 
said Tim McDonald, Chicago Dream Team captain for Zaarly And 
while the service has a funny name— it comes from an Old World 
Moroccan bazaar, where 2,000 years ago buyers dictated the mar- 
ket price, McDonald said— there’s seemingly endless potential. 

Last week, someone posted that he or she was in need of an 
AT&T 32GB iPad 2 for a gift and would pay $830 for it. Someone 
else was willing to pay $50 for Web design services. We always 
need something, right? Maybe you are traveling and need a place to 
stay— someone using Zaarly could have a room to rent or a tent in 
a backyard. 

One of Zaarly 5 s founders, Bo Fishback, is 6 feet 8 inches tall. He 
says in a video that the idea for the service started when he used to 
offer people $50 to switch seats on planes so he could stretch out a 
little in the emergency exit row 

He said people were almost always willing to do it, but he got to 
thinking about how he could create a cool, impromptu marketplace 
that didn’t feel awkward. 

The requests can be sorted by location, time or price, and the site 
is easy to navigate. 

You can go to zaarly.com on your computer or smartphone, or 
download the iPhone app. McDonald said an Android app should be 
available soon. 

I’ve never used Craigslist because I don’t feel comfortable with 
how the transactions work using that site. While I haven’t made or 
responded to a request yet on Zaarly, I’d be more than willing to give 
it a try 

What about you? Would you negotiate a transaction using a site 
such as Zaarly? Tweet me, poke me— just tell me. It could end up 
being a great deal.

Police overhaul 

Emanuel shifting another 150 officers to patrol city streets

Last month, Mayor Emanuel announced 
his plan to reshuffle 500 Chicago police 
officers primarily to beat-patrol duties as 
part of his campaign pledge to send more 
officers to the streets. 

On Sunday, Emanuel told several re- 
porters and dozens of patrons huddled at 
the Illinois Centennial Monument in Lo- 
gan Square that he would continue to beef 
up the city’s police districts with the addi- 
tion of 150 beat cops. 

“These officers are going to be the back- 
bone of our Police Department, working 
on the beat,” Emanuel said. 

The redeployment of the first 500 offi- 
cers primarily from two specialized units, 
the Mobile Strike Force and Targeted 
Response Unit, represented a significant 
shift in policy for the department. Under 
former Superintendent Jody Weis, those 
units, which parachuted into parts of the 
city experiencing spikes in violent crime, 
were beefed up by officers pulled from dis- 


trict beat patrols. 

But the redeployment strategy under 
Superintendent Garry McCarthy is do- 
ing the exact opposite. McCarthy’s strat- 
egy stresses the need for resources to be 
in the hands of district commanders with 
the expectation that they will be able to 
use them as effective crime-fighting tools 
within the neighborhoods they oversee. 

“I’ve publicly stated that the single most 
important thing that we can do is get cops 
on the street, put them in the hands of the 
(district) commanders and hold the com- 
manders accountable,” McCarthy said at 
Sunday’s news conference. 

When the other 500 officers were re- 
deployed last month, they were assigned 
mainly to three-month stints in the most 
dangerous districts on the South and West 
sides. 

The 150 additional officers moving to 
the streets will come from administrative 
posts, including from within McCarthy’s 
office. Emanuel’s office said those offi- 


cers will be assigned permanently to beat 
patrols in the following districts starting 
Sunday: Wentworth, Deering, Ogden, 
Monroe, Wood, Albany Park, Near North, 
Belmont, Lincoln, Prairie, Morgan Park, 
Town Hall, Rogers Park, Grand Central 
and Shakespeare, which covers Logan 
Square. 

“Every part of the city will be covered,” 
Emanuel said. 

The shifting of 650 officers this early 
into Emanuel’s term is part of his cam- 
paign to add 1,000 cops to the streets by 
moving experienced personnel from desk 
jobs and hiring officers with money now 
earmarked for economic development 
in special tax districts. Emanuel couldn’t 
say when more cops will be shifted to the 
beat, but he said he hasn’t lost sight of his 
goal of 1,000. 

“We have done 650 officers deployed in 
our neighborhoods,” Emanuel said. “We 
are not done going through the rest of the 
department.” 


Officials enter 
felony charge 
in ‘[bleep] the 
mayor’ case

Prosecutors have stiffened the charge 
against a man who was arrested after he 
shouted obscenities at former Mayor 
Richard M. Daley as he left City Hall on 
his last day in office. 

Janusz Kopycinski, 30, faces a felony 
charge stemming from a scuffle May 13 
outside City Hall that was set off when 
Kopycinski allegedly shouted “{Bleep} the 
mayor” and spat at police and spectators. 

Kopycinski was taken into police cus- 
tody Friday at a court hearing for a misde- 
meanor charge stemming from that arrest. 
Prosecutors, noting Kopycinski had prior 
convictions for assaulting police, entered 
a stiffer charge of aggravated battery of a 
police officer. 

Kopycinski allegedly shoved an officer 
in front of a moving bus as he struggled 
with police as Daley was leaving City Hall. 
The officer was grazed by the bus and 
suffered a separated shoulder, Assistant 
State’s Attorney William Hall said. A sec- 
ond officer suffered minor injuries, Chica- 
go police spokesman John Mirabelli said. 

A family member reached Sunday after- 
noon said Kopycinski suffers from bipolar 
disorder and had no particular problem 
with the former mayor. 

Tall and slim, with long hair pulled be- 
hind his ears, Kopycinski stood silent Sun- 
day in Cook County Bond Court. Judge 
Israel Desierto set bail at $100,000. 

According to court records, Kopycinski 
was found guilty but mentally ill for at- 
tacking a police officer in 2007 and was or- 
dered to undergo inpatient mental health 
counseling. 

He had been convicted of resisting ar- 
rest in 2007, and in 2005 he pleaded guilty 
to aggravated assault of a peace officer, ac- 
cording to records.

HOUSTON A smiling U.S. Rep. Gabrielle 
Giffords (D-Ariz.) appeared in photos re- 
leased on the Internet on Sunday, the first 
made public since she was shot in the head 
in January. 

At the same time, preparations were be- 
ing made for her to be discharged from a re- 
habilitation center in Houston “really soon” 
to continue therapy as an outpatient, said 
her spokesman, C.J. Karamargin. 

He said her abilities improve weekly and 
that discussions were under way for Gif- 
fords to resume more active duties with her 
congressional office. 

Giffords was shot at close range by a 
gunman who opened fire at her and others 


Jan. 8 outside a supermarket in Tucson. 

The photos were taken May 17 at the 
Institute for Rehabilitation and Research, 
Memorial Hermann-Texas Medical Center 
in Houston the day before Giffords under- 
went cranioplasty surgery to replace part of 
her skull. 

In the pictures, Giffords is seen with very 
short hair, wearing glasses and a burgundy 
shirt with a colorful collar. A day earlier her 
astronaut husband, Mark Kelly, had com- 
manded the space shuttle Endeavour on its 
final trip to the international space station. 

“These pictures show a resilient woman 
who has made amazing progress,” Karamar- 
gin said. “She had just seen her husband go 


into space on a rocket. Who wouldn’t be 
smiling?” 

Karamargin said Giffords and Kelly 
wanted to release the photos in response 
to the tremendous public interest in her re- 
covery and her appearance. 

‘Any photographer in the country would 
have loved the opportunity to take these 
pictures, and I was delighted to be asked,” 
photographer P.K. Weis of southwestphoto 
bank.com said in a statement released with 
the photos. 

Weis, who has known Giffords for more 
than a decade, said the congresswoman’s 
mother, a close friend and a member of her 
staff were present for the photo shoot.

So it seems like you are all about the truth in com- 
edy-things that seem to really mean something 
to you. Is that what you strive for? 

That is the biggest compliment I could possibly get. 
Without being too pretentious, I want to do comedy 
that matters. I like to attack injustices, double stan- 
dards for men and women, porn and sex-things 
that cause a lot of stress and pain and I think are un- 
fair. It’s really whatever haunts you is what I’ll write 
about. 

What kinds of things haunt you? 

Relationship stuff, sex stuff. Like why do men think 
women are crazy, and why do men get labeled as 
dumb? I like for people to walk away maybe not to 


learn something, but to have thought about some- 
thing from a different angle. I like to be provocative 
if I can. 

Now you’re moving into sitcoms. Is TV some- 
thing you’ve really looked to do? 

Of course. I didn’t want to just do it. I wanted to do 
it right. I didn’t know if network television would be 
right for me because I tend to be a little more pro- 
vocative and edgy than things you see on network 
TV. But NBC has been amazing. I’m really proud of it 
and super excited. 

I saw some of the clips from “Whitney,” and in 
one of them you do the “sexy nurse waiting 


scene” bit from your act. What is that like having 
one of your jokes played out in front of you? 

It’s surreal and so cool because there’s no point 
in me doing a bad sitcom. I could just keep doing 
stand-up and do it my way. As a stand-up you have 
complete control over your material, so going into a 
situation where people want to control you does not 
work well. 

How is your show going to be different from 
the rest of the lineup on NBC (“Parks and 
Recreation,” “Community,” etc.)? 

The one thing that America is going to have to get 
used to is it’s a traditional multicamera sitcom with 
a live studio audience. As a comedian, I do well 


performing in front of people who laugh at jokes. So 
it’s like “Seinfeld” or “Roseanne.” That’s how it’s go- 
ing to feel. 

What’s in the works for your stand-up show at 
the TBS Just for Laughs Festival? 

I’m going to be at the Vic Theatre, and I’ve never 
been there before. I’m really excited about it. My 
hour special, “Money Shot,” aired in August, so I 
have a whole hour of all-new material I’m doing. It’s 
kind of the next phase of my life, so I’m really excited 
to come out there and share it with everyone.
